2. Frau Schenkl and Mrs Anita Pfaff and her

i) Shri P.C. Sen or somebody in his office 

had indicated that the bonds and securities 
etc. belonging to the Anita Bose Trust Fund 
had not been renewed for a number of years. 
As a result, there may not be any expecta- 
tion of interest or dividends. She was 
pretty good-natured about it and said that 
as a Professor of Economics she finds such 
inefficiency d i fficult, to understand , but 
as a human being she accepts it. 

ii) Whatever has happened has happened. She 
would not like any publicity one way or 
the other. She has, therefore, corne ho 
(die conclusion that making; any donations 
or- establishing any charities may involve 
her with publicity which she would like to 
avoid. Therefore, all she wants at the 
present moment is that whatever money there 
is should be transferred to her control. 

iii ) She would invest the money in India 

immediately. She does not wish to bring 
;i t out of India. If and when she feels 
that some long-term action needs to be 
taken in respect of this money, she will 
think of it once the possibility of any 
publicity has dwindled .

What Frau Schenkl and her daughter Mrs Anita Pfaff 
want to know is the following: 

2. The interest earned by the various negotiable 
documents which comprise the Trust (the PNB FDR; the 
United Commercial Bank FDR; Govt, of India Treasury 
Savings Deposit Certificate; the various Govt, of 
India National Savings Bonds; and the Prornisssory 
Note No . DH 000615) from the date of the setting up 

of the Trust in 1954 until end-1964 when Anita 
Bose stopped receiving the annuity of Rs.6000/- 
per annum (Rs.500 per month). 

3. The interest that has accrued on all these 
accounts from end-1964 until the present date. They 
also want to know how and when they could expect 

to receive the moneys due to Mrs Anita Pfaff under 
the terms of the Anita Bose Trust Fund. 

4. My discussions with them indicate that they 
would neither wish to embarass us nor pressurise 

us for an immediate or early settlement; but they 
would like a clear cut indication when they might 
expect to receive the moneys. My impression is that 
they are not even anxious to receive this money in 
foreign exchange and that they would perhaps deposit 
the final amount which they receive under the terms 
of the Trust deed, somewhere in India for some 
worthy cause, i.e. for charitable purposes considered 
worthy, by themselves. However, on this point, 

I would not like my statement to be taken literally 
as I have nothing in writing from them to back up 
the impression I have just summarised. 

5 . The relevant portions of the Anita Bose 
Trust Fund, according to the deed signed by the 

late Prime Minister Nehru and the late Chief Minister 
Dr. B.C. Roy, are extracted below: 

"(1) that we shall pay and make over the 
income of the Trust Fund to Frau Schenkl, 
wife of the said Netaji Subhas Chandra 
Bose, or in the event of her death to such 
person as we may think proper, for the 
maintenance, education and advancement of 
the said Anita Bose until the said Anita 
Bose attains the age of 21 years, and 




"(2) that upon the said Anita Bose attaining 
the age of 21 years, we shall transfer the 
Trust Fund to her provided that if she 
dies before attaining the said age we shall 
transfer the Trust Fund to Frau Schenkl if 
she is then alive, and if she is not alive, 
we shall transfer the Trust Fund to the 
Indian National Congress." 

6. Given the history of this entire matter, 

and the fact that at the present moment, Shri P.C. 
Sen appears able and agreeable to finalising the 
matter, it may be best for us to carry this to 
its logical conclusion.

Dear Mr .Secretary , 

I had a visit today from Dr. (Mrs .) Anita B.Pfaff t 
daughter of Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose. She came to 
see me in connection with a Trust for Rs. 200,000 which 
had been created for her by the All India Congress 
Committee in 1954 with Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru and 
Shri B.C.Roy as Trustees. 

2. You will probably recall that Mrs.Pfaff had 
come 'o this Mission in 1968 when you were here, for 
information regarding the status of the Trust, names 
of the Trustees etc. The matter was referred to the 
Ministry (our letter of even number, dated 5th April 
1968) on the basis of which the Ministry wrote to the 
General Secretary of the All India Congress Committee 
(le+ter No.F.52/34/NOO/Vol.II dated 25th April 1968 and 
reminder, dated 10th July 1968) but no further communi- 
cation was received here and we do not know whether 

any information was received from the All India Congress 
Committee. Mrs.Pfaff is concerned that she has not 
received any information regarding the Trust and what 
is being done with it for nearly ten years. 

3. For your information, I enclose photostats 

of two alternative Trust deeds available in our records. 

As you will note, the interest from the Trust was 
payable to Netaji' s widow, Frau Emilie Schenkl, on 
behalf of her daughter and upon the daughter attaining 
the age of 21/25, the Trust Fund was to be transferred 
to her. I find from the records that the interest 
from the Trust (presumably at the rate of 3^ per annum) 
amounting to Rs .6000/— per annum was remitted in foreign 
exchange regularly to Frau Schenkl during the period 
1954—1964. The procedure followed was that a Sterling 
draft for the amount used to be sent by the Deputy 
Secretary (Est.) to this Mission which was then cashed 
here and the equivalent paid in Austrian Schillings to 
Frau Schenkl. The transaction was of course kept out 
of Government accounts. But, this remittance stopped 
at the end of 1964 and we do not know the reasons $hy this 
was discontinued. Mrs.Pfaff assumes that the interest 
accumulated since then has been added to the Trust Fund. 

4. The main questions regarding the Trust on 
which Mrs.Pfaff would like definite information are 
the following :- 

i) Since she attained the age of 21 in 1963 
and 25 in 1967, the Trust Fund should have 
been transferred to her name from that time. 

What is the position ? 


ii) If this has not been done, who are 
the present Trustees of the Fund ? 

After she knows their names and 
addresses, she would like to get 
in touch with them directly. 

iii) Where are the Trust funds now and 

how have they been invested ? She 
may perhaps want to make some changes 
in the pattern of investment of the 
funds . 

5. Mrs.Pfaff has also raised a related question. 
This concerns the share of the property of her grand- 
father in Elgin Road in Calcutta which apparently 

was allocated to her. As far as she is aware, the 
understanding was that the value of this share would 
be added on to the Trust Fund, but she has no further 
information on this. I enclose for your information 
copy of a letter, dated 21st January 1959, sent from 
here by Shri A. N. Mehta to the Foreign Secretary which 
might give some clue to this property share due to 
Netaji's daughter. 

6. I would very much appreciate if you could 
kindly have the above questions examined urgently 
as Mrs.Pfaff has been without any information from 
us for ten years and it is essential that she is 
given a very early indication of the correct position 
of the whole matter .

2. The daughter of Netaji. Mrs. Anita Pfaff nee Bose 
called on me on the 28th March, 1968. She had a long 
conversation with me concerning the trust fund created in her 
name by the All India Congress Committee on the initiative 

of our late Prime Minister Mr. Jawaharlal Nahru and the late 
Chief Minister of West Bengal Mr. Bidan Chandra Roy. On 
attaining majority the control of the trust fund was to pass 
over to Mrs. Anita Pfaff nee Bose. She called on me to talk 
about this problem. Her discussions with me are summarised 
in the note which I enclose. I would be grateful if you 
would contact the concerned authorities and expedite action 
on paras referring to the objectives of Mrs. Anita Pfaff’s 
visit to me(sub-paras (1) to (3) of para 1).

Mrs. Anita Pfaff (nee) Bose, the daughter 
of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose called on me on Thursday 
the 28th March, 1968. She sought an interview to discuss 
certain matters connected with the Trust Fund which was 
created for her by the All India Congress Committee on the 
initiative of our late Prime Minister Mr. Jawaharlal Nehru. 
The terms under which the Trust was created is embodied 


in the document at Flag f A*. The Trust was created in 
1954# The Trust is of an amount of Rs.2 lakhs. The

Minister Mr. Jawaharlal Nahru and the late Mr.Bidan

Bengal. We do not have any further information about 
who the trustees of this fund are at present. The file 
placed below also indicates that a sum of approximately 
#£400 and odd were remitted to the mother of Mrs. Pfaff 
per annum (Mrs.Schenkl Bose) which represented the interest 
on the trust funds. For the last 2 or 3 years this 
remittance has not been coming through. We have been 

S eminded once.pr twice by Mrs.Pfaff^ We wrote to the 
mistry ana the last letter signed by Mr.Madhavan 

DS(EST) indicated that no final reply has been received 
on the matter so far. The document at Flag 'A 1 indicates 
that on attaining majority the Trust Fund would be 
transferred to Mrs. Anita Pfaff nee Bose. Mrs.Pfaff 
attained the age of 21 in 1963 but so far there has been 
no move by the All India Congress Committee or the 
Government of India to transfer the fund to her. No 
information regarding how the fund is being managed has 
been communicated to her so far. The objectives of 
Mrs. Anita Pfaff to meet me was: 

(1) to acquire a statement of account on her trust fund 

as we) 1 as a report of how it has been managed 
i.or the last 18 years.
